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SYNCHRONIZED SWIMMING COACHES' 
CLINICS SET FOR MAY AND JUNE 


Three synchronized swimming coaches 
clinics have been set for May and June. 
This year the Edmonton clinics will be 
held at the Namao Airbase Swimming 
Pool on May 25. On June 7 our instruc¬ 
tional staff will travel to Lethbridge to 
hold clinics at the Fritz Sick Pool, Civic 
Centre. On June 8 we will be in Cal¬ 
gary at the Y.W.C.A. Pool. 

Beginning this year, synchronized 
swimming for coaches and instructors 
will be taught at four levels. These will 
be known as “Clinic One”, “Clinic Two”, 
“Clinic Three” and “Clinic Four”. These 
clinics are progressive in nature, start¬ 
ing from the beginner coach or instruct¬ 
or in “Clinic One” through to the ad¬ 
vanced, experienced coach in “Clinic 
Four”. Coaches will be allowed to at¬ 
tend any clinic they feel they are ready 
for. This choice can be made by exam¬ 
ining the course as outlined in each 
clinic. All coaches will write an ex¬ 
amination following each clinic taken. 

Two clinics will be instructed in each 
centre and will be going on at the same 
time. In this way we are able to offer 
all four levels of instruction through the 
Province this spring. 


Sixty girls attended the 1963 Physical

The Albertacraft ’63 Exhibition is 
scheduled to be held in the Southern 
Alberta Jubilee Auditorium, Calgary, Al¬ 
berta, June 19 - 26, 1963. This exhibi¬ 
tion is sponsored yearly by the Govern¬ 
ment of the Province of Alberta, Depart¬ 
ment of the Provincial Secretary, Recre¬ 
ation and Cultural Development Branch, 
for the purpose of giving artists and 
craftsmen an opportunity to exchange 
ideas and to inform the general public 
of what is being done in the arts and 
crafts field. 



The “Albertacraft Exhibition” is grow¬ 
ing in size and importance each year. To 
maintain the standard of excellence 
achieved in past years it will be neces¬ 
sary to judge all entries as to whether 
or not they will be accepted for exhibi¬ 
tion. This is also one method of estab¬ 
lishing some kind of meaningful guide 
which artists and craftsmen can follow, 
artistically and technically. 

In the past the Arts and Crafts Divi¬ 
sion has been criticized for not having 
certain areas of the province as strongly 
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represented as others. Albertacraft Ex¬ 
hibitions are not inventories of what is 
being done by each individual in each 
separate community. They are, instead, 
a presentation of the overall craft par¬ 
ticipation and the many levels of artistic 
and technical development in connection 
with each craft. There is also a con¬ 
siderable variety of approaches in each 
craft. 



Such an exhibition could be a wonder¬ 
ful opportunity to inform others of ex¬ 
periments in relation to new media, of 
new ideas and new uses of older crafts. 
We would like to encourage entries in 
all fields of arts and crafts and from 
every level of development, especially 
those areas of craft which have been 
meagrely represented in the past. 


In setting up the exhibition care will 
be taken to present as much variety as 
possible. Emphasis will be placed upon 
providing the most suitable setting and 
surroundings for each craft item exhi¬ 
bited. Additional information in written 
form will accompany each exhibited en¬ 
try and information booths will be 
manned to answer the many questions 
which may be asked by the viewing 
public. 

Demonstrations and films will be 
shown each afternoon and evening of 
the exhibition to give further informa¬ 
tion and to explain to the interested 
public the procedures of some of the 
more interesting arts and crafts. 



We are looking forward to the most 
interesting and important Albertacraft 
Exhibition to date. By holding Alberta¬ 
craft ’63 in Calgary it is hoped that stu¬ 
dents, artists, craftsmen and organiza¬ 
tions living in southern Alberta, who 
have hesitated to ship work and entries 
to Edmonton, will take advantage of this 
year’s exhibition.

CERAMICS 

Ceramics is fast becoming the major 
craft in the province. At the present 
time it is, artistically and technically, 
the most advanced craft. Albertacraft 
’63 will have included exhibits in pottery 
from all parts of the province, repre¬ 
senting all stages of development. At 
most, every major and minor ceramist 
will probably be represented in Alber¬ 
tacraft ’63. 

BATIK 

Batik has also aroused a new interest 
throughout the province. We are hoping 
that the excellent exhibits of weaving 
and textiles, usually represented at Al¬ 
bertacraft Exhibitions, will be accom¬ 
panied by a large quantity of batik en¬ 
tries this year. 

SCULPTURE 

The largest display of sculpture ever 
shown at an Albertacraft Exhibition will 
be exhibited at Albertacraft ’63. Com¬ 
pleted works in plaster of paris, stone, 
clay, cement, wood and metal, will be 
represented. 



PHOTOGRAPHY 

Photography exhibits were received 
for the first time in Albertacraft ’61. A 
greater quantity of exhibits in this field 
were received in Albertacraft ’62 and 
we are hoping that an even larger num¬ 
ber of photographic entries will be on 
view in Albertacraft ’63.
